The women tankers spotlighted 
the winter sports scene with an 
unblemished record of 8-0 plus its 
first ever District title, beating 
such teams as NCHS, Blooming¬ 
ton, and Champaign Central. 

Coach Jim Scott's goal to win the 
District Championship became a 
reality as the team won the meet 
in only their second year of com¬ 
petition. This accomplishment 
earned Jim Scott the honor of 
being selected as the IHSA Girl's 
Swimming Coach of the Year. 

Victory was not an easy task for 
the Pioneers, however. Christmas 
vacation consisted of 4 hours of 
practice each day. But the long, 
hard practices really paid off in the 
end and everyone was glad that 
they stayed with it. The tankers 
advanced 2 swimmers to the state 
meet in individual events along 
with 2 relays.

There Meg Moore 
placed 2nd in original comedy, Eric 
Secoy placed 5th in ex¬ 
temporaneous speaking and Erin 
McCarney placed 8th In prose 
reading. Other state entrants were 
Jerry LoMonaco (dramatic inter¬ 
pretation), Karen Carmichael (hu¬ 
morous Interpretation), Erin 
McCarney (oratorical declama¬ 
tion), and the only non-senior, 
Junior Delesa Suggs (Verse 
Reading). 

What made the year really suc¬ 
cessful, though, was U-High's tri¬ 
umph at the Greater Illinois NFL 
District Tournament.

The baseball team surprised every- 
one, this spring, by becoming the 
Class A baseball runner-up—the 
first team at U-High to place sec¬ 
ond in the State since 1918. 

The team earned its way by beating 
five teams during regional and sec¬ 
tional play. Pioneers showed their 
superior talents as Senior Jim 
Scott pitched a no-hitter against a 
bewildered Cobden team to win 8-0. 

The team faced last year's runner- 
up, New Athens for the Class A 
title. The Pioneers fell behind in 
the early innings, but rallied only 
to have New Athens tie it in the 
6th and score in the bottom of the 
7th. The game was a heartbreaker, 
but it was an outstanding effort by 
all involved. 

Upon their return, the players were 
greeted by fans and the music of 
the pep band at an assembly in 
Stroud Auditorium. Following sev¬ 
eral standing ovations for the team 
and its coaches. Mayor Godfrey 
proclaimed the month of June "U- 


High Baseball Month", after which 
Coach Jim Scott announced that four 
U-High Players had been named All- 
State: Jim Scott, Steve Girardi, Don 
Manzke, and Doug Deavers. 

Jim Scott and Don Manzke were 
named to the IHSA Baseball 
Coaches Associations Eastern All- 
Star team, while seven players 
were named to the Intercity All- 
Star squad. U-High also dominated 
most of the Intercity's individual 
statistics as they compiled a 20-8- 
1 record and tied for the Intercity 
honors for the first time. 

In addition, Manzke came away 
with the Intercity batting title with 
a .463 average. Teammate John 
Bean led the area pitchers with a 
9-1 record to give him a ERA of .52. 
Catcher Dave Burke led the Inter¬ 
city in stolen bases (12) and triples 
(5) and the most runs scored (31). 
The players had a tough decision to 
make for MVP, and the final count 
ended up in a 3-way tie between 
Don Manzke, John Bean, and Jim 
Scott.
